No man pver enjoy ed the enthu­ 
siastic love and respect of the Demo­ 
cratic party as fully as Stephen A.

The following is a portion 
of Senator Douglas’ speech as pub­ 
lished in T h e T e l e g r a p h at that 
time.

Are 
we to Inaugurate the Mex ican sy stem 
in the United States? Had the can­ 
d id ate of the d lsunionlsts been elected 
and the republicans of the north re­ 
belled , I would have used my best ef­ 
forts to crush them . The first d uty 
of the American is, obed ience to 
courts and laws. In my opinion it is 
y our d uty to lay asid e all party creed s 
and platforms until y ou have rescued 
the country from her assailants. I 
will never acq uiesce in warfare upon 
the constitutional rights or institu­ 
tions of the south. If an attem pt is 
mad e to Invad e these rights or Incite 
servile insurrection among them I 
would be the first to rush to the r« |- 
cue. Yet they must d istinctly ui d *r- 
stand that I will never acq uiesi a in 
their Invasion of our constitu Iftna 
rights. 
It is a crime against constltiMoaal 
freed om to attem pt to pluck the 
United States out of the map of Chris 
tend om. He appealed to men of ail 
parties not to allow their passions to 
get the better of their jud gement, and 
not to attem pt to manufacture par­ 
tisan capital out of the miseries and 
struggles of their country . To d emo 
crats he would say d on’t allow parly 
consid erations to make y ou traitors 
The most stupend ous and unanamous 
preparation for war is the shortest 
way to peace. The greatest unamitv 
the less Iblood will be shed . Every 
friend of liberty must feel that this is 
his own. The seced ed states proceed ­ 
ed to obstruct our most inalienable 
rights of the navigation of the Missis­ 
sippi. The people on the Mississippi 
can never consent to be ex clud ed from 
free access of the Gulf of Mex ico. I 
will nevericease to urge my country ­ 
men to take up arms and fight to the 
d eath in d efense of these rights. It is 
a war of self d efence. I believe it a 
d uty we owe to ourselves, our child ren 
and our God to protect and sustain 
our government and flag from every 
assailant.

Governor Deneen and ex -Governor 
Yates had their first d iscussion of 
campaign plans for the latter .Frid ay 
in Springfield , and when it was over 
the former governor ex pressed him­ 
self as entirely satisfied with the at­ 
titud e of Deneen toward s his cand i­ 
d acy for the United States senate. 
The only comment Governor De­ 
neen himself mad e was that 
the 
present primary law would allow a 
popular ex pression oc the senatorship 
and tnat the voters of the state would 
be able to d ecid e the q uestion fcr 
themselves. 
That Deneen ii to r Yates is assured 
but he has d emonstrated to the latter 
that the state ad ministration shonld 
not attem pt to force a cand id ate. 
Yates is to d enounce the fed eral wing 
of the party for interference iu state 
politics and he recognizes that he 
cannot ask for active state interfer­ 
ence in his behalf while berating tbe 
two senators for “ med d ling.” 


BUSSE IS FOR CULLOM. 
Alread y one of the men who helped 
nominate Governor Deneen has an­ 
nounced bis refusal to support tbe 
Deneen cand id ate for United States 
senator. Fred A. Busse, the prospec­ 
tive postmaster of Chicago, d eclared 
openly y esterd ay that he would not 
be with Yates. His d eclaration was 
mad e in no uncertain language and is 
the severest blow tbe Deneen organi­ 
zation has received since the arrest of 
Senator Frank Farnum. 
“I believe most of the north sid e re­ 
publicans are with Senator Cullom,” 
d eclared Mr. Busse y esterd ay . “I am 
for him my self. I have never been for 
Mr. Yates and I told him so. I see no 
use in beating about the bush in this 
matter. I speak for no part of the 
city but the one in which I live, but I 
am convinced that the north sid e is 
for Cullom and will never be for 
Yatee.”

motives; that Ryan did not satisfy him 
as to the p artly of his motives, and 
that H arrim an notified him th at 
he 
would use his influence ngajust him. 


O ffer W a s M a d e a s a T e st. 
The test which H arrim an said he 
ap p lied to determ ine R yan's p urity of 
m otive w as an offer to take one-half 
of the H yde stock, and to nam e tw o 
trustees of the society. 
Ryan refused 
to agree to that. 
H arrim an testified 
tlm t he w as not certain w hether lie 
« aid anything about legislative action 
as a w arning to Ryan, but declared he 
had nothing to do w ith starting the 
p resent insurance investigation.
